RESOLUTIONS BY DIVISIONS AND BRANCHES FOR 
THE REPRESENTATIVE BODY 


RANK OF GENERAL PRACTITIONERS IN THE R.A.M.C. 


Motion by Birmingham Central: That (with reference 
to para. 15 of the Annual Report of Council) this meeting is 
of the opinion that on joining the Forces during the present 
emergency the experience of general practitioners of over ten 
years standing should be recognized by granting the rank of 
captain in the R.A.M.C., or equivalent rank in the other 
Services, 


Motion by Birmingham Central: That (with reference 
to para. 15 of the Annual Report of Council) this meeting 
is of opinion that the opportunities for promotion to Field 
rank in the case of general practitioners should be increased : 
and the Council be requested to take all possible steps to 
implement this recommendation. 


ECONOMY IN Use OF MEDICAL PERSONNEL 
Motion by Birmingham Central: That (with reference 
to para. 15 of the Annual Report of Council) the Council be 
instructed to satisfy itself that in order to safeguard the 
medical needs of the civil population due economy of medical 
personnel is observed by the Services and adequate use made 
of civilian medical practitioners for Home Service units. 


RAID PRECAUTIONS 
Motion by Birmingham Central: That (with reference 
to para. 17 of the Annual Report of Council) this meeting 
regrets that the Association has not expressed an opinion on 
the efficiency of the present arrangements for the treatment 
of air raid casualties. 
INSURANCE CAPITATION FEE 
Motion by Birmingham Central: That (with reference 
to para. 32 of the Annual Report of Council) this meeting 
considers that the increase in practice expenses and cost of 
living makes it imperative that a corresponding addition to 
the capitation fee shall be sought forthwith. 


TREATMENT OF INSURED PrRSONS INJURED IN AIR Raips 
Motion by Bury: That in the opinion of this meeting 
insurance practitioners should not be required to undertake 
as part of their terms of service the treatment of insured 
persons injured in air raids, 
MeEpDICcAL WOMEN IN THE FORCES 


Motion by City of Edinburgh: That (with relerence to 
para. 15 of the Armual Report of Council) this meeting ts of 
opinion that the appointment of senior medical women to 
the Royal Naval Medical Service, the R.A.M.C.. and the 
Roval Air Force Medical Service is an urgent necessity. 


EXAMINATION OF WOMEN RECRUITS 


Motion by City of Edinburgh: That (with reference to 
para. 15 of the Annual Report of Council) this meeting is of 
opinion that the examination of women recruits should be 
made by medical boards and not by individual doctors. 


MEDICINE AND THE PRESENT EMERGENCY 


Motion by Dover and Folkestone: That a practical pro- 
gramme be drawn up to achieve the aims put forward in the 
manifesto entitled “ Medicine and the Present Emergency ~ 
published in the British Medical Journal of August 5, 1939 
(p. 296). 


ADJOURNMENT .OF ANNUAL REPRESENTATIVE MEETING 


Motion by East Yorkshire Branch: That until a decision 
is taken on any Motion under discussion no adjournment for 
refreshment be made unless a special resolution to that effect 
is carried by the meeting. 


COMPENSATION TO PRACTITIONERS ENGAGED IN Civit DEFENCE 
Work 
Motion by Newcastle-upon-Tyne: That (with reference 
to para. 17 of the Annual Report of Council) any doctor 
injured in the course of his duties as a member of a civil 
defence organization should be entitled to pension and com- 
pensation at the same rate as a captain in the R.A.M.C. 


CENTRAL MEeEpDICAL Wark COMMITTEE 


Motion by Torquay: That (with reference to para. |2 
of the Annual Report of Council) this meeting fears lest 
the ordinary work of the British Medical Association on 
behalf of the medical profession be stifled by the time devoted 
by our secretariat to the work of the Central Medical War 
Committee. and suggests that our secretaries, or at any rate 
one of them. be relieved of some of those responsibilities, 
so that the Association may be able to deal with current 
matters of medical policy and prepare for the post-war 
period. 

RECRUITMENT FOR THE SERVICES 


Motion by Torquay: That (with reference to para. 15 
of the Annual Report of Council) this meeting asks Council 
to consider the position of senior medical practitioners who 
join the Services later, after previous reservation by the 
Local Medical War Committee. and may find themselves 
junior in rank to a junior colleague who joined earlier. 
These men should be given. on joining. a rank not lower 
than captain or the equivalent to that in the Navy and Aut 
Force. 

EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICE 


Motion b. Torquay: That (with reference to para. 16 
of the Annual Report of Council) this meeting asks Council 
to consider the inadequacy of medical payments on the 
occupied-bed basis in the case of smal! hospitals.

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Conscription of the Medical Profession 


Sir,—The proposed conscription of the medical profession 
might have been expected to provoke an interesting discussion, 
but so far it has only produced a wail of self-pity. “ Sufferer * 
(Supplement, April 6, p. 45) and others are at pains to point 
out that they and their kind are especially hard hit. by the war, 
but on examination of their grievances the fact seems to 
emerge that they had taken out a long-term policy on the 
supposition that there would be no war and have now found 
that their calculations were wrong. Now when a man makes 
a business venture he does so presumably of his own free 
will and after weighing his chances. If he finds in the end 
that he has made a bad bargain he has to cut his losses, 
husband his remaining resources, and look around for a more 
favourable field for their employment. It would be useless 
for him to expect others to take on a share of his losses any 
more than they could expect a share of the profits if his 
schemes had borne fruit. 

Nobody compels a man to take up the practice of medicine, 
and nobody obliges him to buy a partnership or practice with 
borrowed money. If he accomplishes all this according to 
plan, well and good; but if, on the contrary, his schemes go 
wrong it is quite useless to expect, as “sufferers” seem to 
expect, that banks should reduce the interest on loans, that 
insurance companies should reduce their premiums, and the 
Inland Revenue the rate of income tax, simply for the benefit 
of medical practitioners. This war must be won and the cost 
will be great. The public will doubtless remember those 
sections of the community which gave of their best willingly 
and those who gave grudgingly and with a howl of dismay.—
